A PETROL bomb was thrown into a 
house as a family slept inside in an 
arson attack in Skelmersdale. 

Police were called at around 1am on 
Saturday, July 10, following reports a 
petrol bomb had been thrown through 
the window of a property in Crossfield 
Road. 

None of the occupants were injured, 
although there was some smoke dam- 
age caused to the property. 

No arrests have been made at this 
stage and enquiries are ongoing. 

Detectives are appealing for wit- 
nesses and anybody with CCTV or 
dashcam footage to come forward. 

DS Di Higham, of West Lancashire 
CID, said: "This is an extremely seri- 
ous incident which could have 
resulted in people being seriously 
injured or killed. 

“We are treating this incident as 
arson and have a team of detectives 
working to identify those responsible. 

"Although we cannot release any sus- 
pect descriptions at this time we 
would ask anybody who saw anyone 
acting suspiciously in the area around 
the time of the arson attack to get in 
touch with police. 

*Similarly, we would ask people to 
check their CCTV and dashcam foot- 
age to see if they have captured 
anything which could assist our 
enquiries."

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Plans to build 60 
homes move foward

PROPOSALS to create 60 new affordable homes 
along with allotments and a new community 
building in Skelmersdale look set to move for- 
ward. 

The scheme, on two acres of land off Barnes 
Road, is led by residential developer Mulbury on 
behalf of housing provider Jigsaw Homes Group. 

Planning consent has been granted for up to 60 
homes on the site, while a grant funding applica- 
tion has been submitted to Homes England to help 
fund the new affordable homes. 

The two-storey homes, which will be available for 
affordable rent, will be built alongside a new com- 
munity building and a small car park, as well as a 
public open space and 12 allotments. The building 
will provide a modern, energy-efficient space for 


use by local groups. 

The two, three and four-bedroom homes will 
benefit from private front and rear gardens and off- 
road parking. Existing trees on the site will be 
retained, while new landscaping has been pro- 
posed along with further tree planting. 

Greg Mulligan, director of Mulbury, said: "This 
site is in a great location for new affordable homes, 
lying just a short distance from the town centre. 

^We are working hard to ensure that the scheme 
quickly becomes a part of the local community, 
with public space, landscaping and community 
facilities very much key to this development. 

"The site was once used as local playing fields but 
has been unused and fenced off from public access 
for a number of years, so it will be great to see it 
brought back into use under these plans."

PROFESSOR Brian Cox has officially 
opened the new School of Science at 
West Lancashire College hailing it as 
*an important step towards realising 
Skelmersdale's vision of becoming the 
best place in Britain for science and 
engineering." 

Funded by the Lancashire Enterprise 
Partnership's Growth Deal Programme, 
the £1.3m hi-tech centre aims to unlock 
potential and give people the ability to 
drive forward growth for the area.

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Four jailed over terror robbery at farm 
which left victim with gunshot wounds

FOUR men have been jailed following a robbery in Aughton which 
left a man with serious gunshot wounds to his knee and ankle. 

Alan Daniels, 38, of Oaklee Grove, Liverpool, Anthony Hill, 40 of 
Oakdale Close, Liverpool, Dean Sanders, 32, of St Andrews Court, 
North Shields and Craig Reynolds, 36, of Birchmuir Hey, Liverpool, 
were sentenced at Preston Crown Court on Monday, July 19. 

Police were called around 9.40pm on July 28, 2019, to a report a 
man had been injured during a robbery at a farm on Back Lane. 

Officers, including armed police, attended the address and found the 
man, 65, with serious gunshot wounds to his ankle and knee. 

Five shotguns, jewellery, watches, and cash were stolen from inside 
the property before the offenders made off from the scene. 

Following enquiries detectives established the victim had been 
asleep in a static caravan in the rear garden of the property when he 
was woken by a noise outside. 

He got up and walked to the patio doors where he saw a number of 
men wearing masks, hoodies and carrying shotguns. 

One of the men saw the victim and discharged a gun through the 
patio door, with pellets hitting a television inside the caravan. 

The man went outside where the group started to poke him with the 
weapons, demanding money. The man offered to give them some cash 
from inside the address, but as he reached the property, he was shot in 
the knee. 

The victim's partner, who was inside the address, went to help but 
the group told her to get out of the way. 

Once inside the men took cash and watches, then enquired whether 
the victim had any guns. 

When he hesitated to answer, he was shot at close range in the ankle 
by one of the defendants who demanded, "Answer quicker." One of the 
defendants also slammed the rifle of his gun into the victim's mouth 
and groin area. 

The men made more demands for the keys to the owner's gun cab- 
inet, hitting the victim in the face again. Three of the men went 
upstairs and stole shotguns belonging to the victim, while a fourth 
man stole the victim's gold bracelet, having removed it using a letter 
opener. 

As the men came downstairs, the 65-year-old man faked a heart 
attack, forcing the attackers to leave. As the men left the property, they 
warned that if either of the couple called the police within an hour

they would return and kill him. The victim was taken to hospital with 
devastating and life-changing injuries to his ankle. He is still suffering 
serious complications as a result of these significant injuries. 

During the robbery, four shotguns, a poacher's gun, a quantity of 
cash, a Raymond Veil watch worth about £500, a silver cuff bracelet 
worth about £160, a platinum diamond ring worth £5,000, car keys 
and a yellow gold bracelet worth £3,000 were stolen. 


Several items were seized by Crime Scene Investigators including 
the letter opener. Forensic analysis of the letter opener identified a 
partial DNA profile which did not belong to the victim. This profile 
was checked on the national database, matching Daniels. 

Daniels was arrested in October 2019 and charged. 

Further enquiries found bank cards and PIN numbers had been 
taken in the raid. Withdrawals were made from the cards at three loc- 
ations in Liverpool. 

Detectives conducted enquiries in the locality of these transactions 
including CCTV and ANPR (Automatic Number Plate Recognition) 
and linked a blue Audi to the withdrawals, belonging to Anthony Hill. 

Following extensive telephoneand CCTV enquiries, the investigation 
team linked Daniels, Hill, Reynolds, and Sanders to cash withdrawals 
and identified regular contact between them at key times surrounding 
the offence. 

Telephone records from Hill, Sanders, and Reynolds, along with 
ANPR linked to Hill's vehicle, also suggested the trio had conducted 
reconnaissance around the place of offence on Saturday, July 27, 2019 
and again shortly before the offence. 

Daniels pleaded guilty, with the remaining men pleading not guilty 
and going to trial. 

All were found guilty of conspiracy to commit robbery and having a 
firearm with intent to commit an indictable offence. A fifth man was 
found not guilty. 

Daniels was sentenced to life in prison with a minimum term of 14 
years and 319 days, with Sanders given 19 years. Reynolds was jailed 
for 20 years, with a two-year extended licence, with Hill sentenced to 
20 years in prison. 

Senior Investigating Officer, Det Ch Insp Jason Richardson, of Lan- 
cashire Police, said: "The sentencing is the end of a long-running 
investigation into a savage and brutal robbery, which left a man with 
serious, life-changing injuries which he will never fully recover from. 

"The damage caused to the victim's leg, in particular his ankle, was 
catastrophic and has required a number of operations. He was hospit- 
alised for several weeks and still today, is suffering serious 
complications following the savage injuries that were inflicted on him 
by the offenders. 

"The attackers, under the impression there was a large amount of 
money at the address, showed extreme levels of violence to try and get 
what they wanted - making off with guns, cash, watches and jew- 
ellery, which have not been recovered. 

“It is clear these individuals are very dangerous and very violent 
offenders and I am pleased they have been handed significant sen- 
tences which reflect the gravity of their actions."

MOST people in West Lancashire are happy with 
their GP practice during the pandemic period 
according to the results of an annual survey. 

Of the 1,945 West Lancashire residents who 
responded to the national GP Patient Survey, 82 per 
cent rated their overall experience of their GP sur- 
gery as at least ‘good’. 

Responses to the majority of questions within the 
survey, which was carried out during the Covid-19 
pandemic, had improved since last year and were 
consistently above the national average. 

Dr Amanda Doyle OBE, chief clinical officer for 
NHS West Lancashire Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG), said: “This is a huge vote of confidence after 
a very tough 18 months for GP practices and I’m 
delighted to see that people are generally happy 
with the service they have received. 

“The Covid-19 pandemic has been a difficult time 
for us all and there has been a real pressure on GP 
practices, which have changed the way appoint- 
ments are carried out in order to protect patients 
and staff. 

“To see these results, which show more people 
were happy with experiences of making appoint- 
ments and that they found it easy to get through on 
the phone, is really pleasing. 

“Around 56% of respondents said they had a face- 
to-face appointment with their practice, while other 
people were able to be supported via video and tele- 
phone consultations. 

"| would like to thank my colleagues in GP practice 
across West Lancashire for their hard work 
throughout this pandemic. With survey results like 
this, it is clear evidence that high quality services 
have continued to be provided to people across the

The GP Patient Survey reflects on people’s experi- 
ence of healthcare services provided by GP 
surgeries, including access to GPs, making appoint- 
ments, the quality of care received from GPs and 
practice nurses, ease of use of online services and 
satisfaction of out-of-hours NHS services. 

The survey is run independently by Ipsos Mori and 
sent to more than a million people at random across 
the UK.

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Battery-powered train 
success could pave way 
for Merseyrail expansion 


Game changing technology 
could allow network to 
extend beyond Ormskirk 
and into Skelmersdale

SUCCESSFUL tests have taken place to 
use battery-power for the new Mer- 
seyrail trains which could allow the 
network to expand and include services 
from Ormskirk to more places such as 
Preston and Southport. 

The game-changing technology could 
also allow the Merseyrail network to 
extend to Skelmersdale as well places like 
Rainhill in St Helens, Woodchurch on the 
Wirral and Widnes. 

There would also be a potential for ser- 
vices from Ormskirk to Southport in 
future if the ‘Burscough Curves were 
restored. 

It could also allow the new fleet to oper- 
ate as far afield as Wrexham, Warrington 
and Runcorn. 

The battery-powered trains are initially 
set to run on services to a planned new 
station at Headbolt Lane, Kirkby. 

In the trials, one of the new class 777 
Merseyrail trains was fitted with the bat- 
tery technology and tested on the 
Northern line. 

The batteries exceeded expectations 
with the trains travelling up to 20 miles 
per run without the need for re-charging.

The battery trains would remove the 
need for the third ‘electric’ rail, enabling 
the trains to travel beyond the existing 
network without major track investment. 

The units passed all tests during four 
weeks of trials on the network. 

The new trains are considerably greener, 
using up to 30% less energy than the exist- 
ing fleet, 

Tram-Train technology and trackless 
trams will also be looked at as potential 
means of extending the Merseyrail net- 
work into hard-to-reach places. 

The technology could benefit areas such 
as Liverpool John Lennon Airport and 
Speke, Kirkby town centre, Southport 


town centre, Wirral Waters and the Know- 
ledge Quarter. 

Steve Rotheram, Metro Mayor of the Liv- 
erpool City Region said: “For people in 
some parts of our region, Liverpool can 
feel as far away as London. 

^We know that our new publicly owned 
trains will revolutionise transport in our 
region but, after these battery trials, 
they're going to help take it to another 
level entirely and ensure no community 
will be left behind. 

"Our region deserves what London has 
had for years: a transport system that is 
affordable, reliable and easy for people to 
get about."

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Police re-issue swim 
warning after removing 
youths from quarry site

POLICE have urged people to stay 
away from the dangerous East 
Quarry in Appley Bridge after 
they had to remove a large group 
of youths who were swimming at 
the location. 

They also put a dispersal order in 
place at the venue from Saturday, 
July 17 at 10am until 11pm on 
Sunday, July 18. This gives the 
police extra powers to break up 
groups of two or more people, 
where they believe their behaviour 
is causing a nuisance. 

Sgt Darren Carr from Lancashire 
Police said: “The number of people 
visiting the quarry to swim is 
increasing year on year and it's tak- 
ing up a lot of resources and joint 
agency working to try and stop that 
and avoid any more 
fatalities. 

"The quarry is private 
property and the safety 
factors far outweigh 
the fun factors. We'd 
urge people to stay 
away and keep them- 
selves safe." 

Police said the youths who were 
swimming in the quarry on July 17 
were spoken to and removed from 
the area. 

Beckie Ramsey who lost her son, 
Dylan, after he died swimming at 
Chorley's Hilltop Quarry, visited

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Seven people from 
West Lancs on drugs 
and weapons charges 
after county lines raids 


Jones Homes in Rufford 


Report by Henry James 


DOZENS of people, including seven from West 
Lancashire, have been charged with a variety of 
drug and weapons-related offences, during four 
weeks of police enforcement targeting County 
Lines which also saw £420,000 in cash, assets 
and drugs seized. 

Operation Stabilise targeted the suspected net- 
works — where illegal drugs are transported from 
one area to another, usually by children or vulner- 
able people who are coerced into it by gangs - 
iem Lincolnshire, Lancashire, and Nottingham- 
shire. 

The ‘County Line’ is the mobile phone line used to 
take the orders of drugs. 

The ten-month investigation, culminated with 38 
search warrants executed. 

The operation included PCs, intelligence officers 
and detectives, to armed response officers, and 
forensics units, and saw 10 separate drug conspir- 
acy investigations conducted. 

More than £300,000 in assets were seized includ- 
ing designer watches, clothing, electrical goods 
and cars, as well as more than £55,000 in cash, an 
estimated £53,000 of Class A crack and heroin, and 
around £12,000 of cannabis, and weapons includ- 
ing knives, a shotgun and two hand guns. 

Chief Inspector Phil Baker of Lincolnshire Police 
said: "The sale and use of drugs blights entire 
neighbourhoods, and feeds into the much darker 
world of County Lines which entices young people 


Some of the weapons seized during the raids 
into a life of crime through selling a lifestyle before 
loyalty is tested. 

"This is often done by asking for favours and 
offering a sense of protection, which can then lead 
to those exploited being trapped through debt 
bondage, trafficking, isolation from family and 
friends and physical, psychological and sexual 
abuse. 

“As well as exploiting vulnerable people, County 
Lines activity also feeds addiction at a local level, 
and the drug use itself is just the tip of the iceberg; 
with it comes a bevvy of associated crime such as 
theft, antisocial behaviour, or violent offences. 

"The leaders of organised crime gangs live lavish 
lifestyles, spending thousands on designer clothes, 
watches or gadgets, while the people they exploit 
to traffic drugs or those using them are often living 
lives so far removed from luxury. 

“In short, drugs damage our communities and 
lives, and we will not tolerate County Lines net- 
works in our area."

Mere grounds. A ride in a canoe, or on a boat tour, 

can also deliver a Kingfisher and there’s always the 
possibility of a Water Vole. Even more aquatic creatures 
can be found while pond dipping in the Pond Zone, 
including some very exciting Smooth Newts. 


The more natural area of the grounds at Wild Walk 
offers great opportunities to look for insects around 


through the reeds, surrounded by the constant chatter of 
reed and sedge warblers. 


Of course, our captive birds provide some great viewing 
in the summer and it’s always a fantastic experience to be 
able to feed them. If you are lucky and stay still, even the 
flamingos may eat from your hand, while the Hawaiian 
Geese will be fighting to get to your bags of grain. 


Finally, during a actioned packed day, don’t forget to 
find all those giant yellow 
ducks on the Duck Hunt. 
There’s only 25 ducks to 
find but you'll also have 
great fun discovering 

the thousands of other 
wetland animals that call 
Martin Mere home and 
make our Wetland Centre 
one of the best nature 
attractions in the country.

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REMEMBER when Ford proudly boasted that its 
Capri Injection would go like lightning? You 
wouldn't get away with it today - but then even 
the sound of a revving engine, as BMW's just 
discovered, will get you rapped on the 
knuckles. 

I was astonished to learn the other day that the 
Advertising Standards Authority has censured 
Munich's best-known carmaker for using just that 
in a radio ad for its M3 and M4 Competition. The 
gist of it was that while BMW could use lots of col- 
ourful words to describe what its latest 
performance saloon and its M4 coupé cousin were 
like, what most enthusiasts really wanted to hear 
was its 510bhp, twin-turbo straight six. So it duly 
obliged, ending the ad with a split-second snippet 
of it revving. 

Such a hedonistic helping of high-performance 
misbehaviour prompted a torrent of complaints to 
the ASAs gatekeepers, right? Erm, no. Some ads 
rack up hundreds of angry emails but the judge- 
ment against BMW's was upheld on the basis of 
one complainant, who felt that the sound of a rev- 
ving engine glamourised speed and performance. 
I'll say that again. One. I can just picture the diesel 
Land Rover Discovery parked outside his or her 
house, presumably with a copy of the Daily Mail on 
the passenger seat. 

The sound of the engine was recorded while the 
car was static and even the ASA noted that it didn't 
indicate that the car was being driven at any sort of 
speed or that it was accelerating — and at no other 
point in the ad did the bloke from BMW mention 
anything to do with its performance, even though 
the M3 can get to 60mph in 3.9 seconds and crack 
180mph if the optional M Pro package - which 
removes the electronic gizmos limiting its top 
speed to a mere 155mph - is ticked on the options 
list. 

Nope, what BMW wanted to point out is that it 
puts a lot of effort into making the engines for its M 
cars sound good - so much so that it now works 
with professional composers to get the acoustics 
bang on. 

BMW can now only run the ad again if the engine 
sound is made ‘in the context of safety’ — but I can

bet that anyone who makes enough money to 
afford the M3 Competition's £74,755 asking price 
is clever enough to a) know what a track day is, 
and b) realise that the Highway Code applies 
equally to everyone, whether they're in a 15-year- 
old Focus or a McLaren Senna. 

I’ve heard countless engines being revved and 
not once have I taken it as some subliminal sug- 
gestion that I need to top the ton on the Tarleton 
bypass - and frankly, if you do, you're a moron 
who doesn't deserve to be behind the wheel of a 
high performance motor. It's not what you drive 
that counts. It's how you drive it. 

Ibet the vast majority of you - whether you think 
BMW's M3 is an engineering masterpiece or a 
£75k waste of time that’ll spend 99 per cent of its 
life going no faster than seventy — would agree.
